Allies and America to fight the war to 
a real ending with a decisive German 
defeat was revealed the other day by 
James W. Gerard, the American Am- 
basaador to OenMagr at the oatbieak 
of the war, in a conversation with a 
reporter. Despite all of the assertions 
of German diplomats and state of- 
ficials that Germany wishes no iudem- 
adties, Mr. Qerard'revealiBd that the 
whole German policy of financing the 
war is based ou the very definite plan 
of demanding all possible indemnities. 

The taxes had fpt ba«i yary mar 
teriaDy I ncr e aa e d " B ot even the In- 
come tax — when Mr. Gerard left the 
country. Germany was simply doing 
as she is now doing — financing the war 
with huge loana which were asacted 
from the peoph^ BBt the^ were faaded 
and financed tB BPtih a way that they 
created a vast bM eoostantly Increas- 
ing public debt— all in convenient 
sh^ to be tahm up oat of the pre- 
ceiBB from tedanBltiey. 

German "Bubscrlptlons." 

"A German sabacrttes say 100,009 

"Vm than tidces the bonds 
he l eo e lvae to his bank and re- 
ceives from the l>ank a credit of 80 per 
cent of their value, which is loaned to 
him upon the anderataBdlag that he 
wHl subscribe them to the following 
German loan. And so it continues un- 
til a low point is reached. Thus an 
saormoos nalinnsl debt is built up 
wMeh Is ca r ri e d by ika paper moaay 
of the country, since in Germany they 
can issue paper against property. 

"The high authorities in Germany 
have repeatedly stated that they were 
phlimfnig to flaanoe the war on the 
basis of a certain German victory; 
they wotikl exact the last penny In 
Indemnities aad make some other na- 
tlda or natioaa pay for the war." 

So ft la vdla apparant that the Huns 
are prepared to fight on as long as 
they are able. The insincerity of their 
peace pleas becomes apparent in the 
light of thair war financing. The best 
observers, in tbe light of the disclos- 
ures regarding their war financing, as- 
sert that the Hun merely wants peace 
to prepare for ooattaBiv the war after 
a braathing space. 

Methods Contrasted. 
Another decidedly Interesting point 
was developed by Mr. Gerard. When 
the Unitad fitataa iMMa a Uharty 
Loan the country is asked to subscribe 
freely, but there is no compulsion. 
That the people may be fully informed 
upon aU paBita pertaining to bonds 
aad tbm JMariy Bonds la parOoalar, 
and that they may fully realize the ne- 
cessity of backing up their govern- 
ment, the Liberty Loan Committee or- 
gantwa a lur-reachlac campaign The 
beat eoEperta in publicity adfertMag, 
palesmanshlp and finance give of their 
brains freely. The whole country Is 
also supplied wtOl all information 
which may in aap way aid them in 
hgving suffideat data on which to 
base conclusions. 

But in Germany the war loans go 
forward vary quietly. There Is ao cam- 
paign, no publicity department, no 
corps of expert bond salesmen, no 
orators, no Liberty Theater, no Lib- 
erty Bell, ao Liberty Bank. The gov- 
anmm/L "aiaatiy a u U f l a a banks and 
large Insurance and Industrial corpora- 
tions that they are expected to sub- 
scribe such and such an amount. This 
is hsndled precisely as the indiv^ual 
eubsci^ttaea are. 

They Never Refuse.

Those ob- 
scnrars declare that the Qmaana are 
a nation whMh ao far aa the ordlaary 
dtisens are eoaeemed has lost its 
sense of volition and acts in blind 
obed i s ne e at the ooanmand of the rul- 
ing -ffssssi Thay add that as a whole 
the G«man nation is a nation of peas- 
ants, provincial and without the cour- 
age to defy their mastffri.

A Hard-Working Monarch. 

That this unceremonious reception of 
a representative of the American De- 
mocracy waa DO pose for theatrical ef- 
fect Is deafly evMent ftom Mr. Holt^ 

report of what he observed and learn- 
ed of the King's daily routine. The 
Monarch has selected this little villa 
,for his headquarters on account of Its 
location in convenient reach of every 
;part of the battle-line. Eadi morning 
'he rises eariy,eats a simple breakCast 
has a light luncheon put up for him 
gets into his automobile and spends 
^fha day visiting some point on the 
'line, cmiferring with the ofQceis and 
talking with the soldiers, leanilng 
their needs first hand and inspiring 
them by his presence and his counsel. 
Aft Bight he studies the plans of battle 
for the following day and never retires 
wititeBt asBdlng a letter to his family, 
to whom he is passionately devoted. 

He has made observations of the 
battlefield from dirigibles and aero- 
planes. At one time in 1915 he climb- 
ed to the snow-covered crest of Rauch- 
koel Mountains when the temj^erature 
was below xero In order that he might 
congratulate the Alpine troops who 
had just captured several Austrian po- 
sitions. 

Experiences Under Firsu 
"In the course of oar conTersation,'' 

said Mr. Holt, "he gave me a graphic 
description of his experience in one 
town near the frontier. The Austrians 
discovered his presence in the town 
and began bombardlBg It The 13ng 
Immediately withdrew from the town 
in order that, as he told me, he might 
not unnecessarily imperil the resi- 
dents. What he did not tell me was 
that he departed from the town open- 
ly, tor he was evidently much more 
concerned for the satety at the people 
than be was over the pern of Ua own 
life. 

"He Is very much Interested in the 
mechanics of warfare. He described 
graphically tiie barrage Mil of tiie 
Italian troops as he had witnessed It 
"He showed me with great glee a 
German cross from a captured air- 
plane he had framed and hung on the 
wall of his room. Bb described the 
difflerent tfeaigaa he had aaen painted 
on German planea and was partieolar- 
ly amused at one B^Uk had the 
of a Teddy Bear." .

The King's ability to play his pres- 
ent role is the result both of his demo- 
cratic inheritance from his Savoy an- 
cestors and his Spartan upbringing.

did want our aid. He said we could 
help particularly by sending them steel 
and coal.

Blood aad steel and gold win wars;

It the coontiy 
could BO Kmger ralae tao- money to 
carry on the war all the training camps 
would be deserted, our ships would lay 
at the docks, the American navy would 
gather xust in quiet waters and the 
American army, overseas, would face 
starvation. Our cannon would fall 
quiet for lack of shells, oui' rifles 
would ^ empty. The Huns could mas- 
isacre the American troopa at wllL
